In Gifts To Youth The Good 
That Men Do Live After Them 


rpHROUGH gifts to establish scholarship 
*•’ 
funds and to aid work for handicapped 
children in the Escanaba community there 
is being created an increasing number of 
“living memorials” to the generous hearts 
of the benefactors. 
It was Shakespeare who wrote, no doubt 
in a moment of pessimism, “The evil that 
men do live after them.” 
This might be paraphrased, to add honor 
to Those whose gifts have so m uch helped 
the youth of the community, to:

GOOD that men do live after them .” 
For the good does live on in new lives 
made happier and more useful by gifts 
providing young people with greater op­ 
portunities for education and health.

That these young people do not forget 
those who have assisted them is evident 
each June when, pausing in the busy round

More Delay On 
Seaway Project 
epHE proposal to create a citizens’ com- 
mission to make an “impartial s t u d y " 
of the St. Lawrence seaway project and to 
report to Congress by June 30. 1953 is a 
ridiculous effort to dodge this issue. 
The St. Lawrence seaway proposal has 
been studied and restudied for dozens of 
years. Sen. Aiken of Vermont says that the 
project is probably the most studied pro­ 
posed development in the whole world and 
he is right. 
There simply is nothing left to study 
about the project. Its opposition does not 
come from people who oppose it because 
there is insufficient information concerning 
the project. 
The opposition comes from 
selfish interests who are fearful that the 
project may hurt some railroads or be 
harmful to some seaboard cities. 
That the St. Lawrence seaway project 
would be extremely beneficial to both the 
United States and to Canada 
has 
been 
proved beyond any doubt. There is simply 
no need for another study. 
No American project of merit has suf­ 
fered from procrastination to the extent 
that the St. Lawrence project has suffered. 
The seaway and power project should have 
been constructed a generation ago but it is 
still in the talking stage. 
Unless the United States acts soon to en­ 
ter into an agreement with Canada to con­ 
struct the seaway, Canada will go it alone. 
And the United States will pay the lion’s 
share of the cost, anyway, through tolls.

Korean W a r Nearly 


Two Years Old 
SOON the Korean war will be two years 
old. Since the truce talks began 
two 
weeks after the first anniversary, it is fair 
to say the second year has largely added 
up to .stalemate. 
Yet there is something terribly cruel in 
such a view ol this strangest of all wars. It 
seems to imply that nothing is happening, 
that no blood is being shed. 
Still we all 
know this is not so. that casualty lists con­ 
tinue to be issued, that the total of men 
killed or wounded rises weekly by blocks 
of a hundred or more. 
If you stop and think a moment, you re­ 
alize that this w ar is no stalemate to the 
families of men whose names appear on 
those lists. It is bitter combat, with the full 
horror that surrounds any other w ar we 
have ever fought. 
Equality of sacrifice is really impossible 
of attainment in war. No matter how’ noble 
the man feels who gives up a soft office job 
and heads for the plane factory or steel 
mill, he is not in the same category with 
the man who is living in mud and spilling 
blood on the battlefield. 
No m anpower controls, no excess profits 
tax, no “conscription of capital” can hope 
to equalize hom e-front sacrifices w ith bat­ 
tlefield suffering.

This is not all-out 
combat in which every man has his ap­ 
pointed station and is expected to serve. 
This is all-out war for a few—and boom­ 
ing peacetime, marred only by the nervous 
tensions of the old War, for the many. This 
is death and horror for some, and no pain 
at all for most others. 
Perhaps 
it 
is humanly impossible for 
people living in a state of 
half 
w ar-half 
peace to acquire a full consciousness of the 
gravity of the times unless the w ar strikes 
directly at them. Most people do not easily 
conjure up the troubles of another. They 
are absorbed in their own, however small 
they may seem to the man who is fighting 
foi his life at the front. 
Maybe 
we 
snail have to acknowledge 
that it is too much to expect citizens enjoy­ 
ing prosperous conditions at home to wor­ 
ry unduly over a war that appears quite 
remote, wholly confusing, and w ithout ef­ 
fect directly upon them. 
No one would prevent, eithei, thai it is 
easy to endure the strains of the Cold War. 
Living on w hat General Eisenhower calls 
a “high plateau of tension” is a new ex­ 
perience tor most Americans, and they can 
be forgiven for adjusting to it slowly.

W ASHINGTON—The Senate Prepared­ 
ness Committee has sent to the printers a 
sensational report on the nation’s lagging 
defenses, charging flatly that 
President 
Truman ignored the warnings of the joint 
chiefs of staff and put 
“fiscal 
considera­ 
tions” ahead of the nation’s safety. This is 
the committee's conclusion after six months 
of meeting behind locked doors and study­ 
ing top-secret reports. 
The senators considered the report so 
urgent that they felt it should not be w ith­ 
held any longer. They cite 1954 as the year 
of our “greatest national peril” and sharp­ 
ly’ criticize the President for his stretch­ 
out program on aircraft production. 
, 
“In the face of the solemn warning by 
the joint chiefs of staff, 
the 
President 
largely on the basis of advice given by civ­ 
ilian officials made a decision based on fis­ 
cal considerations, the end result of which 
was to postpone beyond the date of our 
gravest danger the attainm ent of our ne­ 
cessary modern air power,” the report de­ 
clares bluntly. 
Quoting from a secret JCS memo, 
the 
committee warns: “The joint chiefs of staff 
desire to reaffirm that they consider the 
general period of 1954 to be the most dan­ 
gerous for the security of the United States 
in the foreseeable future.” 
COMPELLING REASONS 
“An additional drag-out of our aircraft 
production program.” the committee warns, 
“would drastically affect our state of readi­ 
ness by postponing the consummation of 
our preparedness effort until 1957 or even 
later. . . The planes we are cutting back 
now are those that we may need in the not 
too distant future.” 
The committee adds, however, that “Our 
studies have shown a lack of cost con­ 
sciousness in the military department. We 
are convinced that there is fat which can 
be eliminated. A better utilization by the 
military of manpower .services undoubt­ 
edly would result in substantial 
savings. 
Savings, however, should be accomplished 
selectively without jeopardizing the pro­ 
curement and production of essential mili­ 
tary hard goods, especially aircraft. 
To 
save dollars in this field at the sacrifice of 
necessary air power will be foolhardy.” 
Continuing, the report declares: “There 
are compelling reasons for presenting these 
conclusions at this particular time. We are 
still living in the days when the 
United 
States can determine its own destiny. But 
those days are numbered, and the numbers 
may not be in very great magnitude. . . 
Should we withhold this report until a 
later date, it will be of no interest to any­ 
one except the historians of the future, 
.seeking to interpret the 
facts 
of 
this 
decade. Unless our leaders act wisely to the 
present, it is only too possible that the in­ 
terpretations will be made from the Soviet 
point of view.” 
SAVING MINERS’ LIVES 
Efficient Congressman G raham Balden, 
chairman of the House Education and La­ 
bor Committee, has a temper like a North 
Carolina mountain boar when riled, and he 
was plenty riled when his committee veto­ 
ed his efforts to delay action on a new 
mine-safety bill to prevent tragic 
coal­ 
mine disasters. 
Barden has been placidly sitting on this 
important measure for two months and he 
was all set for delaying action further. He 
wanted his committee to hold prolonged 
hearings, even though hearings have been 
held already.

colleagues 
saw through this little scheme, and voted 
9 to 5 to term inate the hearings after three 
days, Balden was fit to be tied. In a red- 
laced rage, he growled at colleagues who 
dared oppose him:

E A S T L A N S IN G — Since 1943 
farmers in the United States have 
enjoy ed the highest income in his- 
tory. So some city folks m ay won- 
d< i if farm ers still need subsidies. 
Som e thoughts on the question 
were offered today by Dr. A rth u r 
AI auth, ai the department of ag- 
ricultural economics at M ichigan 
State College. He says that if the 
decision were based alone on the 
financial position of agriculture at 
present, the obvious 
answer 
is 
that I arm ers don’t need subsidies. 
But he pointed out that it. isn’t 
as sim ple as that. 
Farm 
policy 
makers 
have based justification 
for price supports on the fact that 
farm ers 
maintain a stable 
food 
supply in the face of price and in ­ 
come uncertainty. 
How about industry and labor? 
Industry reduces production and 
m aintains price. Farmers can’t do 
that because there are too m any of 
them to get together and decide 
how much they need to produce 
and yet maintain a 
good 
price. 
W eather elements also influence 
production. 
Farm interests point an accus­ 
ing finger at various subsidies or 
devices that other segments of the 
economy use to protect themselves, 
or even to create artificially for 
them selves a higher share of the 
national income. They list for in ­ 
dustry such things as monopolistic 
practices, protective 
tariffs, 
tax 
concessions and so on. Fo r labor 
there are such things as m inim um 
wage laws, social security, and un­ 
e m p lo y m e n t compensation, for in ­ 
stance. 
The efficient commercial farm ­ 
er would take the leadership in 
guiding all segments of our econo­ 
my aw ay from the “ public trough,” 
if others would follow, M auch ex­ 
plains. 
In ease national programs for 
stabilization of our entire econo­ 
my fail it w ill be in the public in ­ 
terest to prevent a collapse of our 
agricultural economy such as oc­ 
curred in the early 
1920’s 
and 
through most of the 1930’s. This 
can be accomplished by a stop- 
oss program, perhaps at a level 
of 7u per cent of 
a

I heir holidays to “elevate their 
cultural standards.” 
But if they really think M am a- 
San is going to spend her new lei­ 
sure studying 
flower 
arrange­ 
m ents— well, they just don’t know 
M ama-San. 
I will lay these village wise men 
3-to-l odds that before the year 
is out M am a-San will be going in­ 
to politics, 
organizing 
softball 
teams, and learning to play canas­ 
ta and blow smoke rings through 
her nose. 
No Turning Back 
The odds are heavy also that 
M am a-San will live up to an old 
western proverb holding that if 
you give a woman an inch she will 
take a mile. 
“Why should we have a holiday 
just once a m onth?” sh* will ask. 
“L et’s put our foot down, girls, and 
get a holiday every week, plus 
half a day off on Sunday.” 
And befor* long Papa-San will 


be doing the dishes and diapers in 
dear old Futakaw a, while M am a- 
San runs for public office to oust 
the village elders who voted her 
the first holiday. 
But the step has been taken, 
and there can be no turning back. 
Japanese m en lost the 
Second 
W orld W ar abroad. Now they are 
losing the post-w ar war at home, 
“the Kimono Rebellion” by which 
women are gaining 
that 
which 
they euphem istically call “equal 
rights.” 
But the successful revolt of Ma* 
m a-San will give her new dutie 
and insecurities. Many a womai 
may later w onder in 
Japan, 
a 
m any do now in America, w'hethei 
her new freedom really gives hei 
m ore stature in term s of humai 
happiness. 
Two Bosses In Home 
T raditionally, a Japanese 
wife 
was known as “the Pearl of thi 
O rient.” She had no legal rights, 
her husband could divorce her 
m erely by w riting her a three-line 
note, and when she went out with 
her lord and masher she was sup­ 
posed to walk two paces 
behind 
him. 
The new Japanese 
constitution 
gives M am a-San many new' rights 
and privileges. But this business of 
letting Papa-San into the kitchen, 
even for one day a month, opens 
a whole new world of western 
woes. It m eans two bosses in the 
home, trying to share responsibili­ 
ty for m enus and child care. 
“Is this the best you can do?” 
Papa-San will grum ble after ev­ 
ery meal. “I can cook better suki­ 
yaki than this w ith shoes on my 
hands.”

EAST LANSING — Markets terr 
Michigan farm products greatly 
expanded during a IO year period 
from 1940 to 1950, according 
to 
G. N. Motts, Michigan State Col­ 
lege agricultural economist. 
Within the state alone the pop­ 
ulation rose from 5.2 million to 6.3 
million. 
If this increase of 1.1 
million people had occurred as a 
newly-developed 
city 
in 
the 
state, it instantly would have been 
recognized as a major addition to 
the market for the state’s agricul­ 
tural output. 
Motts points out that the four 
states adjacent to Michigan had 
a 2.5 million increase in popula­ 
tion. 
The five Great Lakes states 
now contain 20 percent of the to­ 
tal United States population. 
What does this mean to Michi­ 
gan farmers? Motts says that the 
striking rate of increase in the 
state’s population emphasizes the 
importance 
of 
local 
markets. 
Michigan farmers and agricultur­ 
al 
marketing 
agencies 
should 
raise their sights to a sales tar­ 
get at least 20 percent above the 
1940 levelfto retain their share of 
the food market. 
Farmers who live in southern 
Michigan and who produce com­ 
modities well-adapted 
to 
local 
market outlets should particular­ 
ly benefit from the growth in Ihe 
principal cities.

No worker should tolerate bad 
working conditions. 
This 
holds 
true not only for 
poor 
lighting, 
ventilation, and inadequate equip­ 
ment but also for the emotional 
atmosphere in which the person 
works. That is why this young 
woman 
should 
demand 
better 
working conditions. 
(Q) “I work as a secretary 
for three men. one of whom is 
sarcastic and disagreeable. They 
have terrific battles which real­ 
ly don't amount to anything but 
I am in the middle of it all the 
time. 
This 
constant 
friction 
caused me to suffer a nervous 
collapse several years ago but I 
am much better now. This is a 
good position and I've held it 
for 15 years. How can I over­ 
come this terrific nervous ten­ 
sion?’' 
(A) You should lay down the 
law to your employers and tell 


them you cannot and will not work 
in a place where there are con­ 
stant battles going on. If they want 
to keep you, they will have to give 
you a better working atmosphere 
than the one that exists now. 
Secretaries are scarce these days. 
Your employers will not want to 
lose you as you probably know al­ 
most as much as they do about the 
business. It takes a long time to 
break in a new secretary, once one 
is found, and it might take 15 years 
before she knew as much about the 
business as you do. They 
know 
that too. 
If they do not take you at your 
word, put on your hat and coat 
the next time a battle starts and 
walk out of the office, even if you 
are in the middle of writing a let­ 
ter. And, don’t come back until 
they call up to find out where you 
are and give you 
their
